As Crry, June 29.—The Missouri river 


: bathie Goint is ata dangerously high stage. The 


water is the highest it has been since the great 
flood of 1881. Much damage hasbeen done. 
At6 o'clock this evening the water registered 


be | three feet above high-water mark, or twenty- 


three feet above the standard low-water mark. 

The water is rising steadily one inch r 
hour and will probably rise two or three feet 
more in the next day er two. The lower parts 
of Hariem, a hamlet just across the river from 
here, have aiready been submerged and about 
twenty-five families have been driven out of 
their homes. They have taken their house- 
hold goods out of their houses and are camp- 
ing on high lands. The people have been 
made very nervous by acdpunts of dis- 
astrous floods in Towa and they are 
taking no chances. Many of those who at 
present are in no danger have moved out of 
their houses and sought absolute safety in 
various places where the flood cannot reach 
them.. All farms along the river are sub- 

dand their crops ruined. The water 
has backed upin the sewers in Kansas City 
and has ran outof the man-holes, flooding 
various of the town. " 

The lidated Tank Line Company's 
yards are flooded from the latter source, and 
other floods of a similar character are ¢x- 

ted in the lower places of the town. 

A dispatch from Atchison, Kas., says south- 
east of Atchison the land is falling into the 
stream by the acre. 

LEAVING THE KANSAS SHORE. 

St. Josurn, Mo., June 29,.—The river has risen 
steadily since Saturday, and at noon today is 
within sixteen inches of the highest point reached 
since ten years ago.

AASTERRIBLE. TRAGEDY IN ALABAMA 


A Man lays His Brother and Cuts Bile Wife 


_ Bruwswice, Ga. June 29.—[Special.}— 
‘ Liynched after confessing a: crime! That was 
‘the fate of Johnson Green, a negro at Waynes- 
ville, thirty miles from Brunswick, Saturday, 
the particulars of which have just reached 
Brunswick. 
Johnson Green mardered an English ped- 
dler, named L. C. Jordan, last December and 
threw his body into a well near Waynesville. 
He was captured and jailed, butescaped before 
his trial. - 

Friday J.. B. Powell, of Waynesville, 
learned that Green was near Savannah, and 
securing the assistance of W. T. Odum, a 
friend, he started on a search for him. His 
search was successful, and after locating Green 
in a house, he entered, covered him with a 
rifle and commanded ‘him to throw up his 
hands. Green raised his hands and was 
securely bound. - 

The party returned to Savannah and Satur- 
day morning left for home, reaching Waynes- 
ville about 11 o’clock. Here they did an un- 
usual thing, according to William Wiggins’s 
statemient. Wiggins isa justice of the peace, 
but says they ignored his presence at Waynes- 
ville, and carried their prisoner three miles 
out, where Judge J. F. King was secured, and

Shotguns, 
rifles and pistols were in the hands of every 
negro, 4nd the whites began preparing for a 
war. <A few cool whites, aided by some coén- 
servative negroes, succeeded in quieting the 
storm; but the negroes swear, vengeance 
unless justice is meted out to Powell, 
Odum and a few others they actuse of doing 
the work. Thé negroes cannot find Green’s 


{| body,but are scouring the country in search of 


it, ‘They say that they will find the body, hold 
an inquest and present all the facts t Circuit 
Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, and demand 
‘Powell and Odum’s indictment. 

: Powell, it is said, killed the negro, and attri- 
butes his interest in his capture to the fact 
that Green threatened to burn his house and 
he feared he would kill him. 


JUMPED ON THE SHERIFF. 


4 Negro Desperado Nearly Kills an Officer— 
His Wife to the Rescue. 


This city was thrown into a whirlpool of ex- 
citement this evening when it was learned 
that Henry Brabham, the negro condemned to 
death for the murder of J. B. Mocca, had at- 
tempted to make an end to Sheriff Smith’s ex- 
istence. 

This evening about 7 o’clock Sheriff Z. T. 
Smith, who has charge of the jail, as it is his 
custom went into the jail te give the prisoners 
their supper.. As he came along by Brabham’s 
cell, Brabham asked him for some matches to 
light his lamp. While Sheriff Smith was feel- 
ing in hie pocket getting them, Brabham’s 
cell door flew wide open and he rushed at 
Sheriff Smith, holding in his hand the frag- 
ments of a chain which had served to bind 
him to the floor of his cell. Before Sheriff 
Smith realized what had happened Brabham 
had knocked him senseless and was in the act 
of jumping on him and making sure of his 
deadly purpose. 

About this time Heary Caldwell, the negro 
whom Brabham tried so hard to kill a week or 


two ago, rushed to Sheriff Smith’s aid. and 


with almost superhuman efforts he pulled 
Brabham from Smith. Smith’s wife, who is as 
plucky as her husband, rushed into the jail cor- 
ridor. Seeing the blood flowing from her hus- 
band’s bruised head, she raised two pistols to 
Brabham’s face and warned him if he did not 
return to his cell at once he would receive the 
contents of one and both if necessary. She, 
with her extra pluck quieted the affair and 
Brabham went into his cell, followed by Mrs. 
Smith and her firearms. 

Much excitement is afloat and some trouble 
is expected. Sheriff Smith is painfully but 
not seriously hurt. His wounds are deep 
flesh cuts.

The North Georgia Agricultural college 
began in January, 1873, witlf Colonel David

forts, aided by the friends of education in that 
section, which was then perhaps, the dark 
corner of the state, built up.a school that has 
wrought wonders. Thousands of young men 
largely by their own efforts, have obtained 


thorough collegiate instruction in its halls, and - 


they have widened its influence immeasurably 
by going out in the summer with commissions 
to teach into nearly every county in the state. 
One year it.was estimated that upwards of 
five.thousand pupils received instruction from 
this cellege, and its student teachers.
